The Canadian Seed Growers As- 
socation recently met at Saskatoon 
and celebrated its fortieth anniver- 
sary. These men gathered together 
at Sakatoon, just as they have 
gathered together in different prov 
inces for each of the past forty 
years and at their own expense— 
to discuss, not ways and means of 
raising the price of seed, or of ad 
vancing their own welfare, but solely 
methods of improving the quality 
of their product — Registered seeds, 

In 1904, when the Association 
started, it had a membership of 93 
farmers who produced seed of 43 
different kinds, varieties and straios 
of crops. Today the A-«ociation 
bas a membership of 2,600 who 
produce seed of 271 differeut kinds, 
vareties and strains, 

I found myself thinking what a 
fine unselfich body of men they 
were, for no seed grower has ever 
accumulated much, if any, extra 
money through the exicting addi- 
tional work that seed growing re. 
quires; indeed most of them tell you 
that seed growing has brought them

The following is a letter received 
trom CQMS Alt Brusso, who is in 
Italy: 

July 10, 1944 

“This week has probably beeo 
the most pleasant | have spent ince 
leaving Eagland. The reason was a 
three day trip to Rome. It's really 
a marvellous place, quite uolike any 
city Ive seen in this part of the 
world. {t's a clean, modero place, 
with wide streets, pleasant parks 
and up to date shops. Mingled in 
with it all are the old Roman ruins 
dating back to the time of the 
Caesars and the pre-christian era. 
At the bottom of steep terraced 
baoks, the river Tiber winds its way 
through the city. Numerous bridges 
cross the river, but wolortuoately, | 
didn't see the one held by Horatius., 
No doubt it’s there. 


Several of us hired a very well 
educated, Eoglsh-speaking guide. 
We theo hepped on the truck aad 
he proceeded to show us around, 
As we visited the Pantheon, the 
Royal Palace, the Colloseum, Victor 
Emansuel's monument, numerous 
fountaios and statues, he continued 
to pour out historical facts and 
dates, The wonderful architecture

The walls and ceilings are covered 
with statues and pictures, The 
ceiling design and all the pictures 
are Mosaic work, They are won. 
derful. The sculpture work has 
been done by the world's best, so 
you koow what that means, 

The day we were there, the Pope 
gave special audience to the Cana. 
dians on the Vatican. About 1000 of 
us were crowded into a lovely large 
room to see and hear him. He en- 
tered, dressed in white, accompanied 
by a Cardinal, In a short speech 
he welcomed us, complimented 
Canada, and said he hoped we 
would be safely home soon As a 
memo of the oecasion, we each re- 
ceived a picture of the Pope and 
his medallion 


It would be impossible to see 
everything of interest in such a 
short time. However, | did cover 
the seven hills by the Tiber, and 
next time if I go back, I hope to see 
the forum and the catacomes, and 
of course, the lovely girls. 

All is well with me, so please 
don't worry, I hope you are getting 
on as well as lam.
